Claim 1: 

a link to an enterprise portal site of a registered customer system; and a link to a 
subscribing supplier system; wherein said branding tool maps said branded information provided 

in said supplier subscription records to profile information provided in said customer profile 
records and transfers resulting targeted branded information to said customer system 
Claims 15 and 21: 

associating metatags with response data provided in said target record; searching 
customer profile database for customer profile records matching said metatags provided in said 
target record; if a match is fomd, transmitting associated branded information to a customer 
system associated with the customer profile records 

The dependent claims being definite, fiirther limiting and fiiUy enabled by the 
specification are also allowed.
